Rigid Regulations Never Enforced— 
The Senate Bar—Liberal Supplies of 
Intoxicating Liquors in Committee 
Rooms—Wherethe Representatives 
Take it Straight—The Supreme 
Judges’ Private Bar.

Wasuineton, December 16.—The discussion in 
the Senate yesterday upon the subject of pro- 
hibitiog the sale of liquor in the Capitol was a gro- 
tesque performance, which has to be repeated 
about so often whether there is any reason for is 


or not. Both houses have very rigid regulations 
forbidding the sale of any kind of intoxicating 
liquor in the Capitol building. For years there has 
not been the slizhtest pretense of eoforcing these 
rules; yet both Houses prefer to let these rules 
and as a practical lle rather than to assume the 
courage necessary to repeal a hypocritical formula 
which could not be enforced. Seventy-five per 
cent of the Senators are drinking mea. . There are 
but few men of this large pereentage who drink to 
excess. There are in the Senate half a dozen, 
perhaps, who can properly be classed as drunk- 
ards, yet their drunkenness is of the quiet and 
uodemonstrative kind. There never have been 
any scenes in the Senate of a disgraceful character 
caused by drunkenness for many years, When 
the hardest of the Senatorial drinkers are the 
deepest under the influence of liquor, that 
fact would net be apparent to the 
casual observer in the gallery. The 


majority of the Senators who drink bard have oni. 
tivated their iezgs so that no matter how muddied 
may be the upper story of these statesmen, their 
legs remain sober and carry them about safely and 
decorously. There are a great many temptations 
to drink in the Senate. In the first piace, it is a 
very close corporation club. Its mem are 
brought into the most intimate contact and very 
soon forget the party differences which ordinarily 
seperate men of different political beliefa The 
Senators are dined continually. At the dinners in 
their honor four or five wines are given, in addi-. 
tion to the braudies and L.queurs whieh are brougut 
in atthe close of the repast.

“Whereas, [Tbe recommending or selecting ap- 
pointments to office by Senators or Representatives

Be it enacted, etc, that it shall de a misdemeanor 
for any Senator or Representative of the Congress 
of tue United States to recommend or 
solicit, directly or indirectly, the appoiutment 
of any person to an office under 
the Government of the United States, and that any 
such Senator or Kepreseutat ve woo shall be con- 
vieted of making sucu recommendation saali be 
punished by « fine of not more than $1,000 and not 
less than §500, one half of which shaii go to the 
persons upon whose testimony such coaviction 
sual have Leen obtained and the other half to the 
United States.

Wasnixeton, D. C., December 18.—The agitation 
in Daxota may be creating great excitement in the 
territory, but it has not madea ripple in Washing- 
ton. Senator Butler's resolution was one simply 
for inquiry for information upon the part of the 
Committee on Territories. There is nothing 
treasonable in the attempt of the people of Dakota 
to organize that Tarritory into the form of a State.

It is remembered bere that California, before ii 
Was adinitted into tue Union, pursued the very 
same policy now being pursued by Dakota 
So did fen.uesses and M.chigan. Caii- 
fornia organ zed a State Government, 
elected a Legisiacure and even went turougu the 
form of electinz two meu to the United States 
Sonate.

Loxpon, December 18. The news about Mr. Giad- 
stone’s home rule scheme you received Wednes- 
day has naturally set all England and Ireland in 
ferment since its appearance here yesterday morn- 
ing. The verdict of London morning dailies is 80 
much complicated by personal questions that it is 
of littleimportance. The Daily News, as usual, had 
no suspicjon of the news, and, therefore, treats it 
as false. The Standard and Times practically 
accept it, The provincial Liberal press gives 
the scheme a warm general acceptance, though, 
in many quarters, hesitating about the truth 
of the news, The Standard’s paragraph yesterday 
contained one item conspicuously wrong, and Glad- 
one's denial of the truth of the statements was 
based upon that. Some such telegram from him 
was inevitable, but as this, for obvious reasons, has 
probably been telegrapsed to America in exagger- 
ated form, I feel bound to add that the general 
accuracy of my dispatch may be confidently re- 
lied on. Of course, a detail or two may be incor- 
rect, but a general contradiction is impossible. 
since the source of my infermation was only 

ONE DEGREE LESS AUTHORITATIVE 

than if Gladstone had told me the facts bimself, 
So he cannot contradiot them with the contradicting 
person who, next to himself. is most qualified to 
speak. Parnell has again mysteriously disappeared, 
just as he did on the eve of the enforcemen: of the 
coercion act. Even his nearest colleagues don't 
know where he is or what is his address. 
Chamberlain's speech last night leaves the 
Radical attitude exactly what it was, namely, un- 
known. 


Gladstone’s Home Rule Scheme. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpox, December 18.—Mr. Parneil has won. 
To-day's news removes the last doubt that Glad- 
stone will concede home rule of a sweeplar kind. 
Of course, the details of the eventual compromise 
are unknowable, but it is believed that, beyond 
stipulating for free trade aud exacting guarantees 
of protection for the loyal minority in Ireland, 
everything will be yielded to Mr. Parnell. As the 
Gladstone programme is outiined, it contains a 
provision that Ireland shall continue to send mem- 
bers to Westminster, but itis likely that he will 
give way on this point, as the Irish donot wish 
imperial representation. There will bea Dublin 
Parliament supreme over Irish affairs—over the 
police, taxation, the courts, and ail internal mat 
ters. This much seems certain. But how it will 
be brought about is doubtful, There is no question 
of Gladstone's abiity to carry the great bulk of the 
Liberals for the measure, as the Liberal papers are 
rapidly vaulting to the Home Rule side, but 
whether it will be done while the Liberals are in 
the opposition, or after their return to power, is 
not seen. It must be remembered, too, that Lord 
Salisbury bas it in his power to disso! ve Parliament 
before the thing is done, and it is quite likely that 
he wili do this, going to the country on a strenuous 
anti-lrish cry. There was immense excitement in 
London last night ever the news. A dispatch from 
Dublin says the public is intensely enthusiastic. 

A GLOOMY LOYVALIsT VIEW. 

Dusiix, December 18 —The Daily Express, the 
consistent upholder of the Loyalist cause, devotes 
a leading article this morning to picturing the con- 
sequences which would result from home rule in 
Ireiand. If the demands of the Parnellites are 
granted and any such scheme as home rule is 
attempted, as Mr. Gladstone has been credited 
with contemplating, the Express declares that ciyi| 
war would not be unlikely to follow. There would 
be such a clashing of class interests, sucn rivairy 
between the friends of the old regime and the 
partisans of the new order of things, that civil strife 
could hardly be avoided, and, in case such extrem- 
ities were presented, it is perfectly certain that 
there would stili be endless friction between the 
Imperial Goverment and thar of Ireland. 

A ROYAL SENSATION. 

Lon box, December 15.—A sensation was caused 
here this morning by the arrest of a young man 
and woman at Kensington, on a charge of attempt:

On the death 
of the President the Vice-President is to become 
President, and the Electors will meet and choose 


another Vice-President, The Electors are to meet 
on the first Wednesday after tue expiration of a 
month alter the Secretary of State issues notice of 
tlie death Incase of the removal or disability of 
both resident and Vice-President, the members of 
the Cabinet, beginning with the Secretary of State, 
are to fil the President's office until the Electors 


can meet, 


penator Hampton’s Bill. 

Wienmorox, D. C., December 18.— The following 
is the full text of the bill introduced by Senator 
Hampton to-day to make it unlawful for Sevators 
or Representatives to recommend or solicit ap- 
pointmenis to office: 

“Whereas, Additional legislation is necessary to 
carry out the intention of the 10th section of the 
act of Congress of tne 16th of January, 1883. en- 
titled Au act o reguiate and improve the civil 
service of tue United diates;’ and, 

“Whereas, Tbe recommending or selecting ap- 
pointments (o office by Senators or Representatives 
is not only contrary to the spirit of tue tenth 
section, but also interferes seriously with the per- 
formacce of their legislative duties, now, therefore, 

Be it enacted, etc., that it shall de a misdemeanor 
for any Sevaior or Representative of the Congress 
of tue United „States to recommend or 
solicit, directly or indirectly, the appointment 
of any person to an office under 
the Government of the United States, and that any 
such Senator or Representative who shall be con- 
vieted of making suck recommendation snall be 
punished by a fine of uot more than $1,000 and not 
less than $500, one haif of which shaii go to the 
persons upon whose testimony such coaviction 
sail have veen obtained and the other half to the 
United States. 

Sec.2, That whenever the appointing power 
shall call on a Seuator or Representative for im- 
formaiion touching an application for office, he 
sual do so in writing, and gucia iniorma-: 
tion as may be given shall be 
furnished in Wriung Over the signature of such 4 
Senator or Representative, and shall be filed in the 
department or bureau of the office at whose re 
quest it was furnished. 

Sec. 3. Nothing in this act shall be construed 
so as to forbid auy Senator or Representative of 
the Congress of the Uuited States from forwarding 
to the appointing power any application for office he 
may receive, but u endorsements he may make 
thereop shall relate only to facts of the case, or 
the character of the applicant,’ 


Tne State“ of Dakota. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcu. 

Wasuixnoeron, D. C., December 18.—The agitation 
in Dakota may be creating great excitement in the 
territory, but it has not made a ripple in Washing- 
ton. Senator Butler's resolution was one simply 
for inquiry for information upon the part of the 
Committee on Territories. There is nothing 
treasonable in the attempt of the people of Dakota 
to organize that Tarritory into the form of a State. 
Their election of two ctizens of the Terri- 
tory as United States Senators is a mer 
idle form, which has absolutely no 


significance, unless Conzress should see fit to in- 
dorse and recognize the action of that Territory. 
The whole busin-ss in Dakota has been worked u 
so ely for tie effect of influencing Congress to ad- 
mit Southern Va.octias a State. The people of 
thatsection ave, for several years, been try.ng to 
ferce Con, res to admi Southern Dakota into the 
Union, whilst isa ovyerwbelmingiy Republican 
Territory. The Democrats in Congress have stead- 
ily opposed its admission and w.il continue Lo do so. 
It is remembered bere that California, before ik 
Was admitted into tue Union, pursued the very 
Baine policy now being pursued by Dakota. 
So did Tenuessee and M.chigan. Caii- 
fornia organ zed a State Government, 
elected a Leyisiaiure and even went turougu the 
form of electing two men to tie United States 
Senate. Congress admitted California to the 
Union and by this action ratified the preceding 
action of the Territory. Its Legislature was recog- 
nized and the meneectedito the Senate were 
admitted. Dakota is following Califoruia'’s ex- 
ample, hoping to accomplis. a similar success, The 
threaténing talk of the peop e iu Dakota is regarded 
h re as to muca empty bombast. The effect of the 
whole business wiil be to prejudice Congress 
against the ad.uvission of Dakota. Tuere is no law 
to prevent the Territory of Dakota from electing 
every weex, if it pleases, men to the United States 
Senate, but untii Congress recognizes this action 
it will nave no more effect that the mere formula- 
tion of a debating society.

Loxpon, December 1$.—The news about Mr. Giad- 
stone’s home rule scheme you received Wednes- 
day has naturally set all Eugland and Ireland in 
ferment since its appearance here yesterday morn- 
ing. The verdict of London morning dailies is 80 
much complicated by personal questions tnat it is 
of littleimportance. The Daily News, as usual, had 
no suspicion of the news, and, therefore, treats it 
as false. The Stavdard and Times practically 
accept it, The provincial Liberal press gives 
the scheme a warm general acceptance, though, 
in many quarters, hesitating about the truth 
of the news. The Standard’s paragraph yesterday 
contained one item conspicuously wrong, and Glad- 
stone’s denial of the truth of the statements was 
based upon that. Some such telegram from him 
was inevitable, but as this, for obvious reasons, has 
probably been telegrapked to America in exagger- 
ated form, I feel bound to add that the general 
accuracy of my dispatoh may be confidently re- 
lied on. Of course, a detail or two may be incor- 
rect, but a general contradiction is impossible.

Lonpow, December 18.—Mr. Parnell has won.

Ot course, the details of the eventual compromise 
are unknowabie, but it is believed that, beyond 
stipulating for free trade and exacting guarantees 
of protection for the loyal minority in Ireland, 
everything will be yielded to Mr. Parnell. As the 
Gladstone programme is outiined, it contains a 
provision that Ireland shall continue to send mem- 
bers to Westminster, but itis likely that he will 
give way on this point, as the Irish donot wish 
imperia] representation. There will bea Dublin 
Parliament supreme over Irish affairs—over the 
police, taxation, the courts, and ail internal mat 
ters. This much seems certain. But how 1 will 
be brought about is doubtful, There is no question 
of Gladstone's ability to carry the great buik of the 
Liberals for the measure, as the Liberal papers are 
rapidly vaulting to the Home Rule side, but 
whether it will be done while the Liberals are in 
the opposition, or after their return to power, is 
not seen, It must be remembered, too, that Lord 
Salisbury has it in his power to disso! ve Parliament 
before the thing ie done, and it is quite likely that 
he will do this, going to the country on a strenuous 
anti-lrish cry. There was immense excitement in 
London last night ever the news.

A GLOOMY LOYALIsT VIEW. 
Dontun, December 18.—The Daily Express, the 
consistent upholder of the Loyalist cause, devotes 
a leading article this morning to picturing the con- 
sequences which would result from home rule in 
Ireland.

New YORK is now angry with the memory 
of VANDERBILT because he failed to bequeath a 
large sum of money to the city. It would ap- 
pear from this that the metropolis is in a condi- 
tion to appreciate the humiliation which the 
Bartholdi statue must have felt some months 
ago. It is possible that VANDERBILT, in draw- 
ing up his will, decided to measure out a whole- 
some allowance of poetic justice to the big city. 


A FEW years ago ANGUS M. CAN NON, a Mor- 
mon with a large bevy of wives, was a Territor- 
ial Delegate in Congress from Utah. To-day he 
isserving a six months’ term in the peniten- 
tiary for polygamy. During Mr. Cannon's 
term in Congress he made many friends, and 
used to carry only his favorite wife to Wash- 
ington, as he would not have been able to meet 
the hotel expenses of the whole caravan.

THERE is a slight difference of opinion be- 
tween Mr. Jay Gou.p and his partner, Mr. 
Cyrus FI£Lp, on the postal telegraph ques- 
tion. While Mr. Fizip thinks our Govern- 
ment as capable as any monarchal govern- 
ment of successfully managing a postal 
telegraph, Mr. Goutp regards monarchies as 
far superior to republics in business qualifica- 
tions, and says that where the personnel is 
changed so often, as in our Government, no 
good business management of a postal tele- 
graph, such as they have in Great Britain and 
Europe, is possible. When reminded of the 
successful management of our other postal 
affairs, Mr. GOULD says we are indebted to the 
railroads for that, and not to Presidents, Cabi- 
nets and Congresses. In fact, Mr, GouLp 
has triumphed over legislatures and adminis- 
trations in so many of his efforts to despoil the 
public that he has no respect for their capacity 
at all. 


In the private pow-wow at Insurance Com- 
missioner CABR’S house, to which Governor 
MarMADUKE invited the Police Commissioners 
when he first appointed them, it appears that 
he gave them his confidence with only one 
string to it. To their best judgment of what 
might be best for the force and the public wel- 
fare he committed the police management,

the Police Board simply means cheerful and 
unanimous co-operation in carrying out the 
Governor’s personal wishes in regard to re- 
movals and appointments, as understood by the 
Governor’s confidential agents in the board. 
Without such “harmony” it is utterly impos- 
sible to cover arbitrary removals with the 
semblance of judicial action for cause. A

text, nor can the Board be used for political 
purposes or revenges so long as any member

THE COMMITTEE QUESTION. 
The debate on the revision of the rules shows 
a great preponderance of opinion in favor of 
some curtailment of the despotic power here- 
tofore wielded by the Committee on Appropri- 
ations. No such small body of men should be 
permitted to exercise over general legislation a 
control which amounts to a practical suppres- 
sion of the will of the majority, nor should it 
have the power to make the necessary appro- 
priations carry through the House any legisla- 
tion to which, on its own merits, a majority of 
the House would be opposed. But there are 
harmless ways of depriving that committee of 
such powers, and the debate has clearly pre- 
sented the danger of dividing the responsibility 
for the appropriation bills among half a dozen 
different committees, each intent upon magni- 
fying its own functions and the importance of 
the expenditures recommended by it. 

A moment’s reflection would tell any one how 
that would work. Give each department or 
branch of the public service and each raiding 
interest its own appropriation committee, and 
it needs no ghost to tell us what powerful or- 
ganized pressures would control the formation 
of those committees. They would be composed 
of men zealous in the promotion of the objects 
specially committed to their care, and, there- 
fore, incapable of estimating the relative im- 
portance of those objects as compared with 
others having claims on the public treasury. 
The tendency would inevitably be towards a 
general enlargement of appropriation bills and 
to the resolution of all the appropriation com- 
mittees into a mighty combination of log- 
rolling forces. Retrenchment would obviously 
stand no chance whatever in such a faulty or- 
ganization of the House. Each would have to 
stand by the others to the last cent demanded, 
and together they would put through an enor- 
mous aggregate of appropriations when neither 
bill in the collection could command a major- 
ity of the House on its own merits. 

Where a single committee has to pass upon 
all appropriation bills, it is more likely to be 
constituted with fair and impartial regard for 
allthe interests involved, andto weigh all 
conflicts of interest with paramount regard 
for the general interest, keeping the aggregate 
within due bounds by cutting down where 
zealous special committees would pour out pub- 
lic money like water. 

This explains why the Republicans are in- 
clined to favor a multiplication of Appropria- 
ation Committees. They are not pledged to 
retrenchment and economy as the Democrats 
are, and they care not how soon a Democratic 
House shall be drawn into the vortex of wild 
and profligate appropriations. 


POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. 

Mr. Crrus W. FIELD thinks the time has 
come for the Government to annex the tele- 
graph to the postal service, and that in acquir- 
ing the existing lines for public use we should 
follow the example set by England. Accord- 
ing to Mr. FieLp’s exposition of the English 
process, the Government should arrive ata 
fair valuation of the Western Union monop- 
oly’s plant and property by ascertaining the 
aggregate amount of stock on which it is pay- 
ing dividends, and exchange an equal amount 
of Government bonds for the same. But Mr. 
FIELD cannot show thatthe English Govern- 
ment cashed any watered stocks at par. The 
stock-watering and bogus-dividend paying 
business is not as free and frolicsome any- 
where else in the wide world as it is in this 
country. Everywhere else shares of stock 
represent actual capital invested, and divi- 
dends represent net earnings, not money bor- 
rowed or diverted from the payment of 
current expenses to float watered.etocks on the 
market. Mr. FrnLD's proposition simply 
means the payment of about $90,000,000 for a 
plant that can be duplicated for less than 
$30,000,000, and for franchises that would be 
utterly valueless the moment a postal telegraph 
were put in operation by the Government in 
competition with existing lines. The Govern- 
ment can take as much of the telegraph 
plant as it needs for public use, paying for it 
just what a jury of experts may say the ma- 
terial and construction cost, and if the entire 
plant should be taken at such a valuation, the 
owners would be treated not only with 
equity, but with liberality, 


STUFFED CABLEGRAMS. 

On Monday last a sensational cablegram was 
printed announcing that the painter Mxissox- 
NIER and his son CHARLES had been terribly 
bitten by a mad dog. On Monday came 
another cablegram, confirming the Urst re- 
port, with harrowing and sickening particu- 
lars, and adding that a servant girl had been 
bitten on the thigh; and that the victims were 
all under treatment by M. Pasteur. But on 
Thursday another cablegram denied. the whole 
story, for which there was no foundation 
whatever. M&ISSONNIER and his son say that 
they never saw a mad dog in their lives, At 
present there is remarkable epidemic of 
hydrophobia throughout France, and the state 
of the public mind on the subject is favorable 
for the circulation of sensational rumors, But 
false reports of this sort are often greatly ex- 
aggerated, or radically changed, or fabricated 
outright by the blundering enlargement of 
embryonic cablegrams, This is a process 
which requires skill, judgment and a severe dis- 
cipline of the imaginative faculty. In this 
particular case, it is likely that much of the 


blame, and perhaps all of it, should be borne 
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by some telegraph editor on this side of the 
water, who doubtless grievously blundered in 


building a cablegram out of the cheap ele- 
mentary protoplasm which he had received by

TOM SAWYER REDIVIVUS. 

Tom Sawyer, the gay and light-hearted 
young surgeon in the Pickwick Papers, had an 
ingenious way of booming his slim medical 
practice. He would take a front seat in a 
wealthy church, and when the sermon was 
about half over a boy, who had been previous- 
ly hired and instructed, would rush in witha 
note and deliver it in an excited manner to Dr. 
Sawyer, who would at once hasten out to look 
after an imaginary patient. The regularity 
with which this occurred gave the people a 
flattering idea of the extent of Dr. Sawyer’s 
practice. By a singular coincidence, Sam 
Jonzs has seemed to profit by a somewhat 
similar experience, and the uncharitable might 
hastily draw unjust conclusions. Recently he 
has been often interrupted by persons coming 
in after physicians or others to attend the sick. 
An episode like this naturally directs the 
thoughts of a congregation to the uncertainty 
of life and the certainty of death. Of course 
these interruptions have been accidental and 
unpremeditated; but it is likely that the Sam 
Jones revival has received some small profit 
from them.

Appeal to the Supreme Court of 
the Compress Bond Case. 


Mr. Coquard Takes Exception to 
Judge Barclay’s Ruling—The Anc- 
tion License Question to be Fought 
Further~Answer in the Bobb Suit 
Stricken From the Files—Liquor 
aud Domestic Discord—Matters in 
Litigation To-Day. 


An appeal to the Supreme Court was taken this 
morning from Judge Barclay's court in the case of 
Coquard against the Cotton Compress Com pany. 
The court on Wednesday overruled the demurrer 
to the answer and judgment. was entered to-day. 
Mr. Coquard instituted the proceedings last 
June, to restrain the Cotton Compress Board of 
Directors from issuing 6 per cent bonds in lieu of 
$625,000 of the capital stock, an arrangement for 
the benefit of the stockholders, giving them a fixed 
return upon their investment.

Mr. John M. Webster’s Experience 
of the Law’s Delays.

A Man Dragged From State to State 
to Settle a Small Bili—Curious In- 
stances of the Evils of Continuances 
in Criminal Cases. 


— 


The case of John M Webster of Lawrence, Kan. 
fo which was en tered a nolle prosequi yester- 
day in the Criminal C ourt, is a prominent example 
of the law's delay and the manner in which the 
courts can be used and continuances secured on 
the technicalities of the law. The case has been 
on the dockets in tbe courts for over two years, 
and in its simplicity, according to Mr, Webster, 
and bis friends. amounts to this: In 
August of 1881, Mr. Webster, who, 


at that time was the proprietor of two saw-milis 
and was in business connection with two or three 
railroads at Marthavilie, La., bought a bili of $400 
worth of goods from the M. J. Murphy Furnishing 
Goods Company of this city. As he had been an 
old customer of the house immediate payment was 
not demanded, and the bill was entered on the 
firm's books with the balance of runnine 
accounts. A short time elapsed after the 
transaction, and, in the}meantime, Mr. Webster met 
with numerous and disastrous business accidents, 
chief of which was the flooding out of bis mulls at 
Marthaville; nis failure to fili a contract for railroad 
ties with the International Im provement Company, 
and the consequent less of the forfeit for the ful- 
filiment of the contract which he had deposited 
with tue company, These reverses, coming simul- 
taneously, completely crippled him financially. He 
was forced to throw up several vaiuabie contracts, 
close down his saw mils, leave Marthaville and 
return penniless to his home at Lawrence, Kan. His 
indebtedness to the St. Louis house continued ail 
this time, and be was importuned to pay the bili 
on several occasions, replying that his honesty was 
unsbaken, and tuat as soon as he could get upon 
his feet agai.. he would pay them the money. 
THE LAST OCCASION 

on which he was requested by letter to send the 
money was followed, four days afterwards, vy the 
arrival of George W. Coie, the St. Louis detective. 
who had with him a requisition for Mr. Webster 
from the Governor of Missouri, and also a warrant 
charging him witu obtaining goods under false 
representations, This, Mr. Websier says, came 
upon nim like a clap of thunder from 4 car sky, 
and although advised by his friends to refuse to 
come down to St. Louis, »e determined to fight it 
out, and according y came, Here it was that his 
troubles began in real earnest. The case 
Was conducie, against him by Frank D. Turner 
and at tue very outset he met with deiavs and 
quibbles and continuances, so much 80, indeed, 
tuat he was compelled to make eig.i different trips 
to this city, ranging wit.in the period ot a year, 

ore he cou.d even secure a preliwipary hearing 
in the Court of Criminal Correction. When, how- 
ever, he had secured that priveiege, he was beld 
over to the Grand Jury,and he unde went the 
same experience in the Criminal Court 
that he undergone in the 
Correction Court. Mr. Webster says that 
he did everything in his power and left no effort 
untried to force his case, Knowing tuat an acquittal 
was inevitabic, but with no success, Every time the 
case Was ca led it was contin ed on some pretext 
or auother. It was consivered by three different 
grand juries but an indictment, so fraii was tue 
evidence, seemed to be an imposs ble thing to get. 
The complainants evinced a great lack of desire to 
bring the case to a cummation and have it settled 
one way or the other. 

Yesterday afternoon, however, the case was 
called for the last time, and, although personally 
requested to do so by Circuit Attorney Ciover, tne 

rosecuting witnesses did not put in appearance. 
The court then, at the request of the Cireuit Attor- 
ney, ordered an attacumeut to be issued for tue 

rosecuting witoess, M. J. Murphy, that he be 
— into court and exp ann way he had so 
persistently ignored the notices which had been 
served upon him by the court. This was done, and 
the attacument was served. The parties failing to 
appear, a nollie prosequi was entered, and the de- 
feudant discharged. 
MR. WEBSTER 
feels greatly aggrieved over what 
he thinks were the long and 
useless delays to which he bad been subjected, 
aud announces his intention of doing what he can 
to have redress if, as he says himself, there is 
any redress to be had in St. Louis.”

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FASHION NOTES. 


How the Fancies of Men and Women 


for Foot Coverings Have Changed. 
From the Shoe and Leather Reporter. 


There have been notable changes in the fash- 
ions of footwear within a generation. In earli-r 
days men wore long top boots the year round 
almost exclusively, only varying in thickness. 
Even in this respect the variations were fre- 
quently limited to a process of oiling or greas- 
ing.” The women stuck quite persistently to 
low-cut shoes, or, to speak precisely, to slippers 
for summer and buskins for winter. These 
dainty slippers laced with galloon upon the 
ankle produced a bewitching effect. Occasion- 
ally one saw a woman in bootees. These were 
the pioneers of side-lace gaiters, which came 
along later. Of course there was some 
better protection required to  over- 
eome the discomforts of deep snows 
and weariness of travel tor which the 
facilities were then so meager, and these were 
afforded by the ubiquitous woolen socks which 
were worn over the shoes and ancles. Save in 
large cities or villages, very few of the new 
rubber shoes were worn. ese were luxuries 
seldom indulged in, because of the cost and of 
the lack of knowledge as to their repellent 
qualities, as well as to the labor required in 
conforming the ungainly things to the contour 
of the shoe. In the course of events customs 
have changed materially. With the incoming 
of women’s gaiter boots men began to grow 
more partial to shoes, and gradually discarded 
the long leg appendage. The prevalence of 
hoop-skirt$ among women rendered a species of 
protective footwear pe while, on the 
other hand, the style of tight-fitting trousers 
with the men made the legs of the boots an 
incumbrance. Rubber shoes, meanwhile, have 
become cheap and popular, so that both sexes 
are on a plane of equality in the matter of 
covering for the feet. 

Alluding to oiling or greasing boots in early 
times for winter service recalls the cheerful 
fire-place where the operation was conducted. 
This was before the era of stoves, when sitting 
around the ample wood fire of a winter's even- 
ing wasaeignal for conviviality, with such 
wholesome refreshments as apples, pumpkin 
pie and sparkling cider, and such amusements 
as checkers, fox and geese, or twelve-penny 
morris. The operation of greasing was usually 
performed with melted beet fat, though many 
affected neatsfoot-oil as superior. The task 
was usually ailotted to one of the youngsters, 
who rubbed the grease in with bare hand so 
long as the leather, thoroughly heated by fire, 
would soak it, This proceeding rendered the 
surface impervious to water. kept it soft and 
pliable as well, and helped to exclude cold. The 
objection to this treatment was that boots 
could never be polished; but plain country peo- 
ple didn’t do that much, unless it might be 
some young men with a taste for sparking. 
The custom of measurement shoemaking that 
formerly prevailed so extensively is worth 
mentioning. Sale work, called derisivel 
„Slop work,” was rarely seen or handled. 
shoe store in the most populous towns was a 
place where ready-made shoes could be pro- 
cured, though the largest portion of its cus- 
tomers left their measures, which were in turn 
transferred to various cordwainers to be at- 
tended to. Many of these latter made periodi- 
cal visits to the houses of customers and sup- 
plied their wants. The nicest boots were 
found among the importers. We had not ac- 
quired the facility for producing a boot equal 
in style and fit to the nch article, 

When shoes began to su boots, over- 
gaiters came into use, and have been worn ever 
since with scarcely any change. Not afew 
persons use them. There is not much differ- 
ence in contour or construction between the 
gaiter of 1840 and that of 1885. At one time 
an alteration was tried—a steel spring was 
substituted for buttons; but it was an unsuc- 
cessful experiment, and was followed by a re- 
turn to the original method. 

The immediate predecessors of India rubber 
shoes for wear in cities where paths were pre- 
pared during the snowy seasons were articles 
technically described as ‘“‘galoches.” They 
were, in fact, leather over-shoes, save that the 
protection came to the sole of the foot rather 
than to other parts. The prototype 
of this shoe was the ancient “clog,” 
which, indeed, was worn as a shoe or foot 
covering, instead of as an extraneous pro- 
tector. In later years the patten“ of En- 
gland was kindred to the “galoche.” There 
was always something natty in the appearance 
of this article, and the facility with which it 
could be donned was in its favor as well. Yet, 
woe to the individual who attempted the use 
of a new pair upon icy walks where the hard 
and smooth soles beguiled frequent down- 
falling to the uninitiated. The original vul- 
canized rubber shoes had a leather bottom, 
and it constituted an objection hard to over- 
come because they were so slippery. The use 
of rubber bottoms came as a benison to the 
appreciation of this species of footwear.

A GLIMPSE OF THE ORIENT. 


Scenes in the Japanese Village at 
Madison Square Garden, 


How the Brilliant Screens and Pol- 


ished Pottery Are Made—Crowds of 


Children Watch the Arrow-Maker 
at His Work—A Visit to the Tea 
Shop. 


From the New York WORLD. 
DVENTUROUS trav- 
elers could learn no 
more by views afoot in 
Japan than is taught 
by a single visit to the 
Oriental villaze which 
has recently sprung up 
in Madison Square Gar- 
den. Here arecongre- 
gated, within a limited 
space, all varieties of 
art, trade and manu 
factures which in the 
home country cover different localities and various 
conditions of people. Every objecthas the charm 
of novelty, andthe very atmosphere is redolent 
with a Japanese flavor, The little sketch at the 
beginning of this story shows a group of carpenter's 
tools. That instrument which supports the big 
letter A'“ is not a meat ax. It isan ordinary 
Japanese saw. The other instrument is a hammer. 
That is a nail box back of them, and it is 
filled with little pegs of wood. A native could 
build a bouse with the simple collection. The 
skill of the Oriental artisan, however, is not 
confined to carpenter- U 
ing. In no occupation 
is it more apparent 
than in the muddy lit- 
tle shop of the potter. 
Tke clay responds to 
his faintest wish, and, 
with the whirling of 
his wheel and the deli- 
cate manipulation of 
his ready fingers, rises 
before him in all sorts 
of idainty vases and POTTERS AND MODELERS. 
saucers. These are cut off from tue common lump 
of clay by coming in contact with an almost invisi- 
die string. The nonchalant air with which the 
maker sets aside the myriad products of his won- 
drous skillis truly amusing. The Ota ware is 
made from a blended clay of a peculiar dark brown 
tint. The native whopresides over the busy wheel 
is an adept in his art,and is also an expert 
moulder of Satsuma, Bishu, Kaga and other wares. 
Busi!y at work beside the potter is the artisan who 
designs the ornamentation of the vase. With the 
lightest touch he moulds the petals of a rose, the 
feathers of a bird, a fantastic head, or the ever- 
present dragon. The ware is then baked within a 
tiny brick furnace, after which a few finishing 
touches are added to the hardened surface by the 
artist's brush,

In striking contrast to the patient toilof the 
shippo workers is the rapid work of Aoki, the 
lightning sketch artist. He draws human figures, 
junks. birds and waterfalls in almost no time at 
all, Occagionaily he will throw his brush aside, 
take the handkerchief from about his neck and 
dauh out a picture with a corner of it for a crush. 
Aoki is the most popular individuai in the village. 
because be distributes the sketches among the 
ladies ana children who watch him makethem. On 
each he priats ais name in Japanese and Euglish. 
The viliage contains other painters than Aoki. 
There isa painter of portraits and a kakemono 
painter. kemono is Japanese for hanging 
thing,” which includes pictures. panels and window 
decorations. The work is a ways rap diy executed, 
and the effect is nearly always the same. 
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SILK EMBROIDERING. 

The villagers are particularly aptin their hand- 
ling of silk. The mechanics twist it, weave it and 
reel it, and the artists work it into screens and 
panels, and even into dressing robes. The cloth is 
stretched on a frame and the initial artist pencils 
out his flowery ideas with surprising dexterity. 
Sometimes deaigns are cut in paper and basted 
into place. Then the embroiderer knerls before 
the frame and gradually beneath his nimble firgers 
there appears a silken fairyland of flowers and 
birds and mystic scenes, The threads are of bril- 
liant hues and the many shades are blended into 
the most gorgeous color effects. Of ali the beau- 
ties which are arrayed along the street of the little 
Village none exceed in excellence the products of 
the silk embroiderer's skill. 

“Quite Japanese, you know,” is the ssthetic 
little tea house which stands at the foot of the 
lage street. It is built of bamboo, and its entire 
front is made up of aseries of sliding doors, which 
can be wholly or partially opened according to the 
state of the weather or the condition of te temper- 
ature, The house is presided over bv a trio of flat - 
faced, almond- eyed littie women. The only piece 
of furniture which it contains is a fire-box, lined 
with tin, and half fuli ef ashes. Burning charcoal 
supplies the heat which boils a fancy little pot of tea. 
As you approach the threshold one of @ young 
ladies arises, greets you with a smile that shows 
just the edges of a row of pearly teeth, and in some 
unaccountale way squeezes the Japanese word for 
welcome“ into an explanation of only three

Among these are little infents whose ages are siill 
toid in months They have only the slight-st 
shadowsof eyebrows and the weest of nuses, 
which they continually and persistently rub until 
they grow flatter and flatter.

lise American babbies do, it utters a sound some- 
thing like Oguian!“ lah and Summee are 
tne iittle boy and gir: of the village, and they are 
always together, The attitudes they assume when 
standing about the village would do credit to 
art sts’ models. 

Coolan, like ali Japanese bovs, has his eyebrows 
shaved regularly, so that when he reaches man 
hood they may be black and thick.

Her hair is 
twisted up into all sorts of fantastic braids, and 
there is a little bald spot on the crown of her head 
that is too funny for anything.

She dresses very much like the 
old people, and her skirt is covered with bright 
fizures of animals and birds, Both the children 
are full of life, and can ws | their queer little shoes 
off and on in the twinkle of an eve. 
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THE BARBER. 

The barber is one of the most overworked men in 
the village. Hu razor is a very small, narrow blade 
of the finest steel, and his lather is invis bie. He 
cuts the eyebrows off the little boys and girls, 
shaves the backs of their mamma's neck and 
shaves the men all over their faces, not omitting 
the nose and ears. It takes a good while to save 
a customer, and the nexta“ are few and far be- 
tween. In Japan they have barbers who go about 
the streets shaving people from house to house. 
Their cry is as« familiar as that of our street 
venders. Tue barber always carries a towel in his 
belt. The tailor is an unfortunate individual who 
lives conveniently near the barber's shop. Being 
so handy,the barber frequently on him 
for the benefit of spectators.

When he is not too busy the arrow- 
maker often consents to pose inatableau. It is in 
this position that he wasfound bythe artist.

The Japanese are to-day a most interesting peo- 
ple to all English-speaking races. Their art is net 
only ballowed by antiquity, but it has become 
novel and attractive by its present popularity, until 
it has become a leading feature of household deco- 
ration. Those who study Japanese art and manu- 
factures, as iliustrated in the little village, will take 
a new interest and pleasure in the ornamentation 
of their homes.

Wespon is a Writ of 
Attachment. 


Taking a Man's Shirt While the 
Owner is Abed—Spoiling a Dude of 
His Overcoat—Separating a Military 
Gentleman From His Only Set of 
Teeth—Jim Ryan Tells a Few Stories 
About His Trade. 


The constable leads a life of almost constant ex- 
citement. His career is strewn with strategic 
efforts and decked with desperate achievements. 
This does not refer to the constables of one-horse 
towns who have to carry drunken men home on 
their backs,and whose principal duty isto get 
down to the railroad station about train time and 
loaf around the depot for the remainder of the 
day. No, it means the constable who goes out inte 
the streets of a large city to chase juries into 
justices’ courts and marches, up alleys to drag 
furniture from its fastenings in the home of some 
wretched family who have failed to pay their 


rent and lave not money to move Such a 
constabie must be brave even toafauit, yet he 
must possess discretion aud deliberation. If he is 
composed of these Ingredients he cannot help but 
succeed; if he is made out of other material ne will 
fail. A constable, having his days and nignis 
filled with merry sport of an official character, 
varying m “its ramifications from  attach- 
ing the trunks of an evangelist to winning an 
obstinate juryman into giving a verdict, must ber- 
furce be a good story-teller, and as a matter of fact 

eneraliy is. Constabie James F. Ryan of Justice 
McCaffrey’s Court is the model constabe 
of St. Louis. He is young and 
handsome, but stern and unyielding 
as a wall of adamant, though always punctiliously 
polite in the discharge of his duties, He is tail and 
willowy, but can fight like a pugilist, and wouldn't 
know danger if it took its awlullest snape and rose 
menacingiy before him. To his numerous friends 
all this may sound as taffy, but it is not meant for 
a confection. Mr. Ryan has been au unqual.fied 
success in h.s business, and this tribute of praise is 
laid freeiy at his feet because he deserves it for 
being a first-class officer and a ratting good fel- 
low. 

The writer was talking with him yesterday

The Patience of the Middletown In- 
sane Asylum Authorities Sorely 
Tried—Mrs. Dadley Brewing Trouble 
Among the Other Patients—The 

Persistent Attempts at 


Woman's 
Suicide. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drsrarce. 

MippLetows, N. I., December 18.—Mrs. Yseult 
Dudley. who attempted to kill O'Donovan Rossa, is 
sorely trying the patience and kindness of the 
authorities of the Middletown Insane AsyMim, to 
which institution Judge Gildersleeve, when the 
verdict in ber case was announced, ordered her 
taken until she was in condition to be released. 
Woea the order was made the impression seemed 
to be general that Mrs. Dudley would be in the 
asylum a short time only, and that her friendsin 
England would take her away or her counsel se- 
cure her release. No friends have appeared to 
claim her as yet. A short time after she was 
placed in the asylum her counsel, the Hon. A. C. 
Butts, sought to have her released, but Superintend- 
ent Talcott said he could not make sufficient affi- 


davit that she was fit to be discharged from the 
asylum. Habeas corpus dings were men- 
tioned by the counsel, but were not taken, and he 
infot'me:l his client that he was unable to accom- 
piish her release. Uniess the Charity Commission- 
ers of the State or other authorities succeed 
in having her sent back to Engiand the prospects 
are tuai she will be a charge on the insaue institu- 
tions of the State for an indefinite period. She is a 
criminal pauper lunatic. The City of New York 
pays $350 4 week for der maintenance, but the 
necéssilies of the case pul the asyium to an expense 
of $15 a week. 

Yesterday Supermtendent Talcott received a 
letter from Dr. A. B. Waker of the Hawood Heath 
Insane Asylum in Surrey. England, wiiere Mrs. 
Dud.ey was couflued ten moncus prior to sailing for 
America. ihe letter was ia response to one writ- 
ten by Superintendent Talcott asking for official 
information iu regard to the patient. The letter 
says that she was extremeiy Violent while incarcer- 
atad in the Surrey asy um, and broke furv:ture aid 
crockery, and tore ber clotuing habitu.liy. Yer 
the letter says she was discuarged unrestored. 
From the manner of Mrs. Duuley wien questioned 
ou the subject, the impression has taken the form 
of aimost positive belief on the part of the Middie- 
town Asylum authorities that she was reieaseu in 
Eugiand on condition that she cave the country at 
ouce, A month after her release she was in Amer- 
ica. It is also learned that Mrs. Dudley is

one of her pareuts being wigh in toe ranks of Eng- 
lish society. She was educated in seciusion in a 
convent, and while there was betrayed intoa 
mock marriage. She suppysed the man she mar- 
ried to bea cerk in hoy orders. She had two 
children by him before sue earned that he had 
another wife and family. When wer children died 
she made the attempt va her iife that caused ner 
to be incarcerated as a criminal iunatic. Since 
Mrs. Dude) learned that her counsel was unable 
to have her reseased from the ass lum, she nas 
been determined ou suicide. <A Constant watch is 
kept upon ner. Swe tried to contract a cold by Sit- 
ting iu drauguts or oy open windows iu Violen: 
weather, with the avowed nope that it would 
bring on a fatal liness. She was detected 
in attempts to litt heavy articles of furniture, and 
in subjecting herself to intense strain by lifting and 
puliug on stationary fixtures, hoping to produce 
hemorrhage. On one occasion she was in a meas- 
ure successiul in this, as she brought ona fit of 
Spitting vlood, which caused ber evident satisfac- 
tion. These efforts to do herreif morta: injury 
being guarded against, Mrs. Dude, avowed ner 
intention of starving to death hen the earnes.- 
ness of her refusal to take food became apparent, 
the instruments for forcing food into her stomacn 
were resorted to, and she consented to eat voiuu- 
tarily. 

“she has broken no furniture for us.“ said Mr. 
Taicou, “for if sue does she knows that we wiil put 
her ma strait-jacket at ovce. hey do not restrain 
refractory and viotent lusatics in that way iu the 
English asylums, as a rule.“ 

For seme time it has veen a favorite diversion of 
Mrs. Dudley to pass the greater part of the night 
uttering shrieks She is on the second floor and 
ber screams can be heard @asi:y u ihe duperin- 
tendent's room on the ground floor of the asylum.

Vaiescence and wourss tuem into frantic conditions, 
much to tuew mjury. This led Superiniendent 
iaicott to make application that, as she wasa 
pauper criminal lunatic, sae be taken to the lusti- 
tution for tue Iucurable Iusane at Auburn. The 
State Board of Unarities have asked a postpone- 
ment of action in this appiication uaiil the result of 
tueir efforts to have her returned to Engianu is 
known. Mrs. Dudiey bas uad six epiueptic fits 
since she came io the asylum.
